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Introduction 


One of the most constructive objectives of the 
national commemoration of the centennial of the Amer- 
ican Civil War is the publication of guides, indexes and 
finding aids to the still extant writings produced in the 
turbulent period 1861-1865, and the republication of 
scarce Civil War imprints now in danger of complete 
oblivion. The Mississippi Department of Archives and 
History published in 1961 a two-volume set, Mississippi 
in the Confederacy, ably edited by Dr. John K. Betters- 
worth, Mississippi State University, and Dr. James W. 
Silver, University of Mississippi. 

This guide to Confederate and Union manuscripts, 
newspapers, broadsides, sheet music, and official papers 
or archives, part of which was printed in two install- 
ments in the Journal of Mississippi History (July, 1961 
and October, 1961), is a continuation of the Depart- 
ment’s effort to make available the invaluable source 
material which for many years has been almost lost in 
its files. It is felt that an index is not necessary, because 
most of the items included in the guide are listed alpha- 
betically or numerically. Scholars, researchers and writ- 
ers who are constantly seeking fresh sources of informa- 
tion on the Civil War years will find this guide a iong 
needed and useful research tool. Laymen who are es- 
pecially interested in this period of our history will now 
be able to read the sentiments of Mississippians and 
others who lived through the war years, as they were 
written in the heat of conflict. 

The Department of Archives and History is proud 
to present this guide, compiled by two of its staff 
members, as part of its observance of the Civil War 
Centennial.

CIVIL WAR MANUSCRIPTS 


As a guide to researchers and writers, the compilers 
have attempted to give a brief description of all private 
manuscripts pertaining to the Civil War in the Missis- 
sippi Department of Archives and History. 


Bibliographical information is cited for those manu- 
scripts that have been edited and published. It is hoped 
that the large number of hitherto undescribed manu- 
scripts listed here will bring many historians and re- 
searchers to the Department, where there is abundant 
source material on the Civil War. 


ABERNATHY (W. M.) MANUSCRIPT, 1902. 1 volume. 
Typescript of “Our Mess: Southern Army Gallantry and 
Privations, 1861-1865,” a sketch of Company B, 17th Regi- 
ment, Mississippi Infantry, CSA. Abernathy was from 
Early Grove, Mississippi, and later Texas. 


ADAMS (SIMEON ROE AND FAMILY) PAPERS, 1842-1875. 128 
items. 
Papers of Simeon Roe Adams, editor of the Eastern Clarion, 
Paulding, and members of his family. One son, Charles 
Rufus Adams, was a West Point cadet and later a member 
of Company F, 16th Regiment, Mississippi Infantry, CSA. 
Eight items pertain to the Civil War period. 


ALCORN (JAMES LUSK AND FAMILY) PAPERS, 1839-1906. 52 
items, 3 volumes. 
Personal letters and papers of James Lusk Alcorn, a planter 
of Coahoma County, brigadier general in the Army of 
Mississippi until it went into Confederate service, governor 
of Mississippi, 1870-1871, and United States senator, 1871- 
1877. Included are his diary (April 8, 1863-March 12, 1864), 
a manuscript biography by his daughter, Justina Alcorn 
Swift, and a biography by Charles J. Swift, his son-in-law. 
Five items cover the Civil War period. 

ALISON (JOSEPH DILL) DIARY, 1861-1863. 1 volume. 
Typed copy of the diary (May 9, 1861-July 4, 18638) of 
Dr. J. D. Alison of Alabama, who participated in the defense 
of Vicksburg.

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ALLEN (CHARLES B.) PLANTATION Book, 1860-1865. 1 volume. 
Typed copy of the plantation book of Nanechehaw Planta- 
tion, Warren County. 


AMITE COUNTY PAPERS, 1811-1821; 1864-1865. 47 items. 
Twenty-one of these items are documents pertaining to 
Major General W. W. Loring’s Division, Brigadier General 
W.S. Featherston’s Brigade, and Lieutenant General Joseph 
Johnston’s surrender in North Carolina, 1864-1865. 


ANONYMOUS DIARY, 1863-1872. 1 volume. 
Typed copy of a diary written by a woman living in 
Natchez. The scattered entries cover the period from July 7, 
1863-November 15, 1863. Only one entry each year is given 
for 1868, 1870, 1871, and 1872. 


ARMSTRONG (EZEKIEL) DIARY, 1861-1862. 1 volume. 
Copy of the diary of Ezekiel Armstrong, Big Creek, who 
served in Company K, 17th Regiment, Mississippi Infantry, 
CSA, and participated in the First Battle of Bull Run and 
the Battle of Ball’s Bluff. 


ASHCRAFT (T. C.) PAPERS, 1864-1865. 18 items. 

Papers pertaining to the organization of Ashcraft’s Battalion, 
Mississippi State Troops, at Tupelo, May 3, 1864, which 
was later known as Ashcraft’s Regiment, CSA. Lieutenant 
Colonel Ashcraft was from Lee County. 

ATTALA COUNTY DESCRIPTIVE REGISTER, 1864-1865. 1 volume. 
Manuscript register which gives names, physical description, 
place of birth, and occupation, for some of the residents of 
Attala County. 

BAECHTEL (LUTHER 8.) DIARY, 1862-1865. 1 volume. 

Diary, notebook, and account book of Luther S. Baechtel, 
Jackson, clerk in the office of the state treasurer. The main 
part of the diary covers the period from September 16, 
1862-November 10, 1863, and contains a list of the members 
of “Burt Rifles” killed and wounded in the Battle of Sharps- 
burg. 

BAKER (T. OTIS) PAPERS, 1822-1909. 948 items, 12 volumes. 
Personal and legal papers of T. Otis Baker, a lawyer of 
Natchez who served in Company A, 10th Regiment, Missis- 
sippi Infantry, CSA, and was wounded at Shiloh and Atlanta. 
Sixty items pertain to the Adams Light Infantry and other 
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military organizations of Adams County. Included is the 
diary of Sarah J. Seaman (May 26, 1861-April 20, 1863) 
and an anonymous diary (August 29-October 17, 1863). 

BAKER (T. OTIS) PAPERS, 1861-1883. 103 items, 6 volumes. 
Addition to above: Military papers, correspondence, orders, 
financial papers, medical records and miscellaneous papers 
of Captain T. Otis Baker. The volumes include three day- 
books; roll book of Company B, 10th Regiment, Mississippi 
Infantry, CSA; and a minute book of the “Silver Greys,” 
a military company of Natchez. 

BALDWIN (E. E.) LETTERS, 1862-1867. 4 items. 
Correspondence of Eugene E. Baldwin, Madison County, 
who served in Company I, 18th Regiment, Mississippi In- 
fantry, CSA. Included are letters from W. F. Hall, Company 
K, 45th Regiment, Mississippi Infantry, CSA. 

BALFOUR (EMMA) DIARY, 1863. 1 volume. 

Typed copy of the diary kept by Emma Balfour of Vicks- 
burg during the siege (May 16-June 2, 1863). The original 
is owned by Mrs. J. W. Collier, Vicksburg. 

BARKSDALE (ETHELBERT) PAPERS, 1863-1893. 16 items. 
Letters and newspaper clippings concerning the death of 
Brigadier General William Barksdale, Columbus, who was 
killed at Gettysburg, July 2, 1863. Two letters were written 
in 1882 by a former Union soldier who was present at the 
death of General Barksdale. 

BARRY (DR. BENJAMIN F. AND WILLIAM ROBERT) LETTERS, 

1862-1864. 21 items. 
Letters of Dr. Benjamin F. Barry, 2d Battalion, Mississippi 
Cavalry, CSA and his brother, William Robert, Company K, 
14th Regiment, Mississippi Infantry, CSA, to their sister, 
Mary, and father, Bartley Barry, Columbus. 

BATTAILE (FRANK W.) PAPERS, 1848-1864. 127 items. 

Military papers of Frank W. Battaile, Yazoo City, who 
served in Company C, 46th Regiment, Mississippi Infantry, 
CSA, until he was disabled. Twelve items pertain to his ac- 
tivities as purchasing agent in Yazoo County for the Quarter- 
master Department, CSA, 1863-1864. 

BAXTER (MARION FRANCIS) PAPERS, 1861-1907. 4 items. 
Papers relating the war experiences of M. F. Baxter, Har- 
rison, who served in Company E, 20th Regiment, Missis- 
sippi Infantry, CSA. 
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BEARSS (EDWIN C.) MANUSCRIPT, 1957. 1 item. 
Typescript of a paper read at the Mississippi Historical 
Society annual meeting, Natchez, February 16, 1957, en- 
titled, “Natchez and the Civil War.” 


BEAUREGARD (P. G. T.) PAPERS, 1862-1885. 14 items. 
Miscellaneous correspondence, including a copy of a letter 
written from Corinth, May 28, 1862, outlining instructions 
for the evacuation of Fort Pillow, Texas; a letter written 
from New Orleans, March 9, 1877, to Colonel William P. 
Johnston, relative to preparations at Corinth for the Battle 
of Shiloh; and telegrams to Beauregard at Corinth in 1862. 
Some of the telegrams have notes written and initialed by 
Beauregard.

Muster roll of “Beauregard Rifles” (Company I), 18th Regi- 
ment, Mississippi Infantry, CSA. 

BETTERSWORTH (JOHN K.) MANUSCRIPT, 1943. 1 volume. 
Typescript of John K. Bettersworth’s Confederate Missis- 
sippt, the People and Policies of a Cotton State in Wartime. 
(Baton Rouge: Louisiana State University Press, 1943). 


BIRCHETT (GEORGE K. AND T. G.) PAPERS, 1832-1874. 10 items, 

1 volume. 
Miscellaneous papers and records of Dr. George K. and Dr. 
T. G. Birchett, Vicksburg. Included are two invoices for 
medicine, instruments, hospital stores, bedding, and other 
supplies, issued to Dr. T. G. Birchett at Chattanooga, April 
and September, 1868. 

BRECKENRIDGE GUARDS PAPERS, 1865. 3 items. 

List of members of the “Breckenridge Guards,’ newspaper 
clipping, and farewell address of Major General William B. 
Bate, CSA, to Captain J. N. Buck of the “Breckenridge 
Guards,” General Bate’s escort company. 

BROWN (ALBERT GALLATIN) PAPERS, 1838-1864. 20 items. 
Letters and papers of Albert G. Brown, governor, representa- 
tive, and U. S. senator. One item pertains to the Civil War 
period. 

BROWN (MRS. CALVIN) PAPERS, 1836-1938. 6 items, 6 volumes. 
Miscellaneous typescripts, including a history of Lafayette 
County, 1860-1865; the diary, letters and reminiscences of 
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two men of Forrest’s Cavalry; copies of 31 letters written 
by J. G. Clark and his sons to Mrs. Margery B. Clark, 
December 7, 1861-June 13, 1863; copies of six letters written 
by William E. Duncan, Sarepta, who served in Company G, 
llth Regiment, Mississippi Infantry, CSA. 

BROWN (JAMES) PAPERS, 1862-1868. 20 items. 

Business papers of James Brown, Oxford. Included is a 
certificate showing that Brown had deposited his oath of 
allegiance with the U. S. Department of State. 

BROWN (WILLIAM H.) PAPERS, 1860-1869. 195 items. 
Personal papers of William H. Brown, Jackson, an employee 
of the office of the auditor of public accounts. 

BURRUS (JOHN C.) PAPERS, 1831-1918. 2,152 items. 

Family, business, legal, and political correspondence of John 
Crawford Burrus, Benoit, who served in Company I, 9th 
Texas Cavalry, CSA. The 31 items covering the Civil War 
period include family letters giving a picture of the home 
front in Bolivar County, and the oaths of allegiance to the 
United States signed by John C. and Charles A. Burrus. 

BURT (JOHN AND LAURA) LETTERS, 1861-1862. 2 items. 
Photostatic copies of letters from John and Laura Burt, 
L. P. Tree, Alabama, to her sister Mag Smith. Burt served 
in Company C, 42nd Regiment, Alabama Infantry, CSA, and 
was killed in the Battle of Atlanta. 

CALHOON (SOLOMON S8.) PAPERS, 1851-1908. 263 items, 2 

volumes. 
Papers of Judge Solomon 8. Calhoon, Jackson. Included is 
a report of a guard mounted by him at Fort McRee while 
he was serving as a lieutenant, Company I, 10th Regiment, 
Mississippi Infantry, CSA. 

CALLAWAY FAMILY PAPERS, 1828-1953. 18 items. 
Miscellaneous papers pertaining to the Callaway family, 
Pontotoe County. Included is a copy of a militia roll of the 
5th Regiment, 1st Brigade of Pontotoc County, 1863. 

CAREY (CORA E.) PAPERS, 1856-1892. 29 items. 
Miscellaneous papers and correspondence of Mrs. Cora FE. 
Carey, Holly Springs. Included is a letter from J. B. Sturgis 
written from near Vicksburg, July 1, 1863. 

CATO (JOHN A.) PAPERS, 1862-1863. 11 items. 

Miscellaneous papers and letters of Major John A. Cato 
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to his wife Martha, Union Church, Jefferson County. In- 
cluded is an original muster roll of Company E, 7th Regi- 
ment, Mississippi Infantry, CSA, and an order from 3rd 
Brigade Headquarters to Major Cato. 

CHAMBERS (WILLIAM PITT) JOURNAL, 1862-1865; 1891. 1 vol- 

ume. 
Manuscript of ‘My Journal, or the Story of a Soldier’s Life,” 
compiled in August, 1891, by William Pitt Chambers, 
Covington County, from notes made by him March 25, 1862- 
May 16, 1865, when he served as a private in Company B, 
6th Battalion, Mississippi Infantry, CSA, and as first ser- 
geant, Company B, 46th Regiment, Mississippi Infantry, 
CSA. The diary has been published in Mississippi Historical 
Society Publications, Centenary Series, Volume V, pages 221- 
386. 

CIVIL WAR PAPERS, MISCELLANEOUS, 1861-1865. 241 items. 
Miscellaneous papers pertaining to the Civil War. The 
collection includes letters, oaths of allegiance, paroles, court- 
martial papers, military orders, and tax receipts, arranged 
alphabetically by name. 

CIVIL WAR ROUND TABLE PAPERS, 1956-1959. 6 volumes. 
Copies of papers presented before the Civil War Round Table 
of Mississippi: “Why We Fought,” by Paul Faulkner; 
“Ships of the River Navies,” by Warren E. Grabau; “The 
Confederate States Post Office Department,” by T. W. 
Crigler; “Raphael Semmes, Prince of the Prize Masters,” 
by Dalton Brady; ‘“‘The Political Picture of the Confederate 
States of America,” by Heber Ladner; and ‘The Captivity 
of Jefferson Davis,” by T. W. Crigler. 

CIVIL WAR SCRAPBOOK (ANONYMOUS), 1860-1908. 1 volume. 
Scrapbook of newspaper clippings concerning the Civil War. 
Included are the account of South Carolina’s secession con- 
vention, military actions, and obituaries of Robert E. Lee 
and Jefferson Davis. 

CIVIL WAR SCRAPBOOKS (ANONYMOUS), 1861-1889. 4 volumes. 
Scrapbooks containing newspaper and magazine articles per- 
taining to the Civil War, including maps and pictures. 

CLARK (CHARLES) AND FAMILY PAPERS, 1810-1892. 247 items, 
24 volumes. 

Personal and business papers and plantation records of 
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Charles Clark, Bolivar County, who served as a brigadier 
general in the Confederate States Army and as governor 
of Mississippi, 1863-65, and his son, Fred. Included are 
copies of letters from Clark to Andrew Johnson, and planta- 
tion diaries and account books of Doro and Burnside planta- 
tions. Sixty-eight items and six volumes cover the Civil War 
period. 

CLARK (CHARLES) AND FAMILY PAPERS, 1831-1879. 112 items. 
Addition to above. Personal, business, military papers, and 
family pictures of Charles Clark. Forty-one items cover the 
Civil War period. 

CLARK (CHARLES) AND FAMILY PAPERS, 1831-1880. 66 items. 
Addition to above. Personal, business and military papers 
‘of Charles Clark. Included are letters from Varina Davis, 
Nathan B. Forrest, and Samuel G. French. Twenty-nine 
items cover the period, 1861-1865. 

CLARK (CHARLTON M.) COLLECTION, 1847-1941. 732 items, 3 

volumes. 
Historical papers and miscellaneous letters of Charlton M. 
Clark, Mississippi-born editor, writer, and lecturer of 
Washington, D. C. Included is a diary of a trip made by 
Micajah Adolphus Clark “from Kosciusko to the seat of 
war in Virginia” in August, 1861. It contains the names of 
many Attala County volunteers. The diary was printed in 
the Kosciusko Star Ledger, March 6, 1908. 

COLE FAMILY LETTERS, 1862-1864. 1 roll. 

Microfilm copy of letters of the Cole family, Ripley. 

COLEMAN (JAMES PLEMON) MANUSCRIPT, 1961. 1 volume. 
Typescript of a paper by James P. Coleman, Ackerman and 
Jackson, entitled “The Mississippi Secession Convention of 
1861.” 

CONFEDERATE PENSION ROLLS, 1913-1935. 23 volumes. 
Pension rolls, listing the qualified pensioners in each of the 
counties of Mississippi, 1913-1935. These rolls contain the 
chancery clerk’s reports of the distribution of the Confeder- 
ate Pension Fund. 

CONFEDERATE SOLDIERS AND WIDOWS ROSTER, 1907. 20 volumes. 
Roster of Confederate soldiers or widows for 20 Mississippi 
counties for the year 1907. The roster shows the name of 
the soldier or widow, state of enlistment, county, regiment, 
age, and year of enlistment. 
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COPYRIGHT RECORDS FOR MISSISSIPPI, 1850-1870. 1 volume. 
Photostats of the records of 71 books, pamphlets, maps and 
pieces of music copyrighted by Mississippians, 1850-1870. 
The original is in the Library of Congress. Published in 
The Journal of Mississtppt History, volume II, pages 79-87, 
“Mississippi Copyright Entries,” by Charles F. Heartman. 

CORNEIL (Mrs. R. F.) SCRAPBOOK, Undated. 1 volume. 
Serapbook containing poetry and other miscellaneous ma- 
terial pertaining principally to the Civil War. 

CRISLER (JOHN W.) PAPERS, 1865-1874. 6 items. 

Pardon granted by President Andrew Johnson to John W. 
Crisler, Hinds County, October 5, 1865, and tax and business 
receipts. 

CRUTCHER-SHANNON PAPERS, 1826-1929. 2,257 items. 

Letters, business and personal account books, statements of 
the Warren County jail and the Vicksburg Weekly Whig 
office, paintings, cards, invitations, compositions, prescrip- 
tions, recipes, newspaper clippings, theater programs, broad- 
sides, pamphlets, and pictures of the William Crutcher and 
Marmaduke Shannon families, Vicksburg. The 470 Civil 
War letters include correspondence between Captain Will 
Crutcher, Company E, 2d Mississippi Battalion, CSA, and 
his wife, Emma, in Vicksburg. 

CRUTCHFIELD-FEARN-STEELE PAPERS, 1828-1946. 612 items, 1 

volume. 
Family and business correspondence and papers of the fam- 
ilies of William Crutchfield, Chattanooga, Tennessee and 
Jacksonville, Alabama; Dr. Thomas Fearn, Huntsville, Ala- 
bama; and Matthew W. Steele, Huntsville, Alabama. The 
63 items covering the Civil War period are mainly the letters 
and papers of William Crutchfield. 

DAHLGREN (C. G.) PAPERS, 18438-1868. 18 items. 

Accounts, tax receipts, and letters of Charles G. Dahlgren, 
merchant of Natchez. Included is a letter written by T. 
Broughter, Batesville, January 7, 1863. 

DANTZLER (A. F.) PAPERS, 1861-1862. 5 items. 

Miscellaneous papers of Captain Absalom F. Dantzler, Jasper 
County, who served in Company K, 37th Regiment, Missis- 
sippi Infantry, CSA. Included is a muster roll of Company 
i 
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DAVIS (JEFFERSON) PAPERS, 1844-1889. 562 items. 

Letters, copies of letters and photostats of letters of Jeffer- 
son Davis; letters and copies of letters written to Davis; 
telegrams; and copies of papers concerning Davis. There 
are 180 original letters and telegrams. Most have been pub- 
lished in Dunbar Rowland, ed., Jefferson Davis, Constitu- 
tionalist, His Letters, Papers and Speeches (Jackson, Missis- 
sippi Department of Archives and History, 1923). Ten 
volumes. 

DAVIS (VARINA HOWELL) PAPERS, 1847-1905. 65 items, 2 

volumes. 
Letters, copies and photostats of letters written by Varina 
Davis. The volumes are page proofs of Mrs. Davis’ Jefferson 
Davis, Ex-President of the Confederate States of America: 
a Memoir (New York, Belford, 1890). 

DEHAY (ELIZABETH NORTON) PAPERS, 1857-1930. 56 items. 
Papers and correspondence of Elizabeth Norton DeHay, 
Houston. 28 items cover the period, 1861-1865, and give ac- 
counts of civilian and military life. 

DELANO (CHARLES) PAPERS, 1863-1872. items. 

Papers of Charles Delano, Ottawa, Illinois, concerning claims 
against the United States for cotton confiscated by General 
Grant prior to the siege of Vicksburg. 

DE LONNE (Mrs. H. B.) MANUSCRIPT, 1863. 1 item. 
Reminiscences of the experiences of Mrs. H. B. DeLonne, 
West Point, in and around Port Gibson in 1868. 

DRAKE-SATTERFIELD PAPERS, 1812-1950. 7,800 items; 28 vol- 

umes. 
Personal letters, business papers, and newspaper clippings 
of the-Drake, Satterfield, Archer, and Turpin families. The 
bulk of the correspondence is by Elijah Steele Drake, a 
lawyer of Port Gibson, who served as a sergeant in Darden’s 
Company, Mississippi Light Artillery. Eleven items cover 
the period, 1861-1865. 

DRENNAN (WILLIAM AUGUSTUS) PAPERS, 1859-1864. 66 items, 
2 volumes. 

Letters, diaries, and military papers of Judge William <A. 
Drennan, Lexington, who served as assistant adjutant gen- 
eral on the staff of Brigadier General W. S. Featherston. 
Two diaries cover the period, January 1-April 17, 1862 and 
the siege of Vicksburg, May 30-July 3, 1863. Also included 
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are miscellaneous papers of the 33rd Regiment, Mississippi 
Infantry, CSA, and the form of oath of a Confederate 
soldier, 1862. 

ECHOLS (JOHN H.) PAPERS, 1853-1872. 79 items, 5 volumes. 
Land patents, tax receipts, account books and other business 
papers of John H. Echols, state treasurer from 1855-1869. 
Twenty-eight items pertain to the period 1861-1865. 

ELLETT-JEFFERIES FAMILY PAPERS, 1842-1892. 14 items. 
Letters, papers, and copies of letters of the Ellett and Jef- 
feries families of Claiborne County. Included are copies of 
letters from Henry Hughes and Ben Butler. Four items 
pertain to the Civil War period. 

ELLZEY (MAUDE) MANUSCRIPT, Undated. 1 volume. 

A manuscript entitled “Epochs in the Life of Jefferson 
Davis,” 42 pages. 

EVANS (R. A.) PAPERS, 1841-1874. 42 items. 

Family letters and papers of R. A. Evans, Copiah County, 
who served in Company F, 6th Regiment, Mississippi In- 
fantry, CSA, and later as constable and district supervisor 
of the 5th district, Copiah County. Five items pertain to the 
Civil War period. 

EYRICH (ALBERT C.) PAPERS, 1862-1863. 4 items. 
Miscellaneous papers collected by Albert C. Eyrich, Jackson. 
Included are orders from the office of the United States 
District Provost Marshall, Memphis, and the resignation of 
Colonel R. BK. Tyler, CSA. 

FERGUSON (SAMUEL W.) PAPERS, 1865, 1904, 1911-1912. 4 items, 

1 volume. 
Typed copy of the journal of Brigadier General Samuel W. 
Ferguson, commander of Ferguson’s Cavalry Brigade, Gen- 
eral Joseph Wheeler’s Corps, CSA, in North Carolina, South 
Carolina, and Georgia, January 1-May 13, 1865, and papers 
pertaining to his military service written in 1911-1912. 

FIETTZ (H. H.) LETTERS, 1859-1861. 2 items. 

Letters of H. H. Fiettz, an inventor of Lexington. The 1861 
item concerns a shell that he invented. 

FONSYLVANIA PLANTATION DIARY, 1863. 1 volume.

IMPRINTS AND NEWSPAPERS 


One of the most interesting periods in the history 
of American printing occurred during the four-year life 
of the Confederate States of America. The collecting of 
Confederate imprints has long been a hobby of amateurs 
and a serious undertaking for libraries throughout the 
United States. The compilation below represents the 
Confederate imprints and the Civil War newspapers on 
file in the Mississippi Department of Archives and 
History. 

The standard reference on Confederate imprints, 
Marjorie Lyle Crandall’s Confederate Imprints: A Check 
List Based Principally on the Collection of the Boston 
Athenaewm (1955) and the supplement, More Confeder- 
ate Imprints (1957) by Richard B. Harwell, have been 
used for identification of the imprints. 

The first part of this checklist consists of imprints 
not listed by Crandall or Harwell. The second part is 
a list of the holdings in this Department included in 
Crandall and Harwell. A short title and date of pub- 
lication are given with the Crandall or Harwell number. 
The third part of the checklist lists all Civil War news- 
papers, both Union and Confederate, on file in the 
Department. The list is arranged by place of publication.
